AVENDMENT NO. . Anmend Senate Bill 349 by replacing

everything after the enacting clause with the foll ow ng:

"Section 5. The 1llinois Vehicle Code is anmended by
changi ng Sections 15-102, 15-107, and 15-111 as foll ows:

(625 ILCS 5/15-102) (from Ch. 95 1/2, par. 15-102)

Sec. 15-102. Wdth of Vehicles.

(a) On Cass Il and non-designated State and | ocal
hi ghways, the total outside wdth of any vehicle or |oad
t hereon shall not exceed 8 feet.

(b) Except during those tines when, due to insufficient
light or unfavorable atnospheric conditions, persons and
vehicles on the highway are not <clearly discernible at a
di stance of 1000 feet, the follow ng vehicles my exceed the
8 feet imtation during the period froma half hour before
sunrise to a half hour after sunset:

(1) Loads of hay, straw or other simlar farm
products provided that the load is not nore than 12 feet
wi de.

(2) Inplements of husbandry being transported on
another vehicle and the transporting vehicle whi |l e

| oaded.
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The foll ow ng requirenents apply to t he
transportation on another vehicle of an inplement of
husbandry wider than 8 feet 6 inches on the National
System of Interstate and Defense H ghways or other
hi ghways in the system of State highways:

(A) The driver of a vehicle transporting an
i npl ement of husbandry that exceeds 8 feet 6 inches
in width shall obey all traffic laws and shall check
the roadways prior to nmaking a novenent in order to
ensure that adequate clearance is available for the
nmovenent. It is prima facie evidence that the
driver of a vehicle transporting an inplenent of
husbandry has failed to check the roadway prior to
making a novenent if the vehicle is involved in a
collision with a bridge, overpass, fixed structure,
or properly placed traffic control device or if the
vehicle blocks traffic due to its inability to
proceed because of a bridge, overpass, fixed
structure, or properly placed traffic control
devi ce.

(B) Flags shall be displayed so as to wave
freely at the extremties of overwdth objects and
at the extrene ends of all protrusions, projections,
and overhangs. All flags shall be clean, bright red
flags wth no advertising, wording, enblem or
insignia inscribed upon them and at | east 18 inches
squar e.

(© "OVERSI ZE LOAD' signs are nmandatory on the
front and rear of all vehicles with |oads over 10
feet wide. These signs nust have 12-inch high bl ack
letters with a 2-inch stroke on a yellow sign that
is 7 feet wide by 18 inches high.

(D) One civilian escort vehicle is required

for a load that exceeds 14 feet 6 inches in width
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and 2 civilian escort vehicles are required for a
load that exceeds 16 feet in width on the National
System of Interstate and Defense H ghways or other
hi ghways in the system of State highways.
(E) The requirenments for a civilian escort
vehicle and driver are as follows:
(1) The civilian escort vehicle shall be
a passenger car or a second division vehicle
not exceeding a gross vehicle weight of 8,000
pounds that 1is designed to afford clear and
unobstructed vision to both front and rear.
(2) The escort vehicle driver nust be
properly licensed to operate the vehicle.

(3) Wiile in use, the escort vehicle nust

be equi pped W th illum nated rotating,
oscillating, or flashing anber lights or
flashing anber strobe Ilights nounted on top

that are of sufficient intensity to be visible
at 500 feet in normal sunlight.

(4) "OVERSIZE LQOAD' signs are mandatory
on all escort vehicles. The sign on an escort
vehi cl e shall have 8-inch high black letters on
a yellowsign that is 5 feet wde by 12 inches
hi gh.

(5 When only one escort vehicle IS
required and it 1is operating on a two-|ane
hi ghway, the escort vehicle shal | trave
approximately 300 feet ahead of the |oad. The
rotating, oscillating, or flashing lights or
flashing anber strobe lights and an " OVERSI ZE
LOAD' sign shall be displayed on the escort
vehicle and shall be visible fromthe front.
When only one escort vehicle is required and it

is operating on a mnultilane divided highway,
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the escort wvehicle shall travel approximtely

300 feet behind the load and the sign and

lights shall be visible fromthe rear

(6) Wen 2 escort vehicles are required,
one escort shall travel approximately 300 feet
ahead of the |oad and the second escort shal
travel approximately 300 feet behind the | oad.
The rotating, oscillating, or flashing |lights
or flashing anber strobe lights and an
"OVERSI ZE LQAD' sign shall be displayed on the
escort vehicles and shall be visible from the
front on the |ead escort and fromthe rear on
the trailing escort.

(7) Wen traveling within the corporate
l[imts of a mnunicipality, the escort vehicle
shall maintain a reasonabl e and proper distance
from the oversize | oad, consi st ent with
existing traffic conditions.

(8 A separate escort shall be provided
for each | oad haul ed.

(9) The driver of an escort vehicle shal
obey all traffic | aws.

(10) The escort vehicle nust be in safe
operati onal condition.

(11) The driver of the escort vehicle
must be in radio contact with the driver of the
vehicle carrying the oversize | oad.

(F) A transport vehicle while wunder |oad of
nmore than 8 feet 6 inches in width nmust be equi pped
with an illumnated rotating, oscil I ating, or
flashing anmber |light or lights or a flashing anber
strobe light or lights nounted on the top of the cab
that are of sufficient intensity to be visible at

500 feet in normal sunlight. |[If the load on the
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transport vehicle blocks the visibility of the anber

lighting fromthe rear of the vehicle, the vehicle

must al so be equipped with an illum nated rotating,

oscillating, or flashing anber light or lights or a

fl ashing anber strobe light or lights nmounted on the

rear of the load that are of sufficient intensity to
be visible at 500 feet in normal sunlight.

(G \VWhen a flashing anber light is required on
the transport vehicle under load and it is operating
on a two-lane highway, the transport vehicle shal
display to the rear at | east one rotating,
oscillating, or flashing light or a flashing anber
strobe light and an "OVERSI ZE LOAD" si gn. Wen a
flashing anmber light 1is required on the transport
vehicle under load and it is operating on a
mul til ane divided highway, the sign and |ight shal
be visible fromthe rear.

(H) Maxi mum speed shall be 45 mles per hour
on all such noves or 5 mles per hour above the
posted mninmum speed limt, whichever is greater,
but the wvehicle shall not at any tinme exceed the
posted maxi mum speed limt.

(3) Portable buildings designed and used for
agricultural and livestock raising operations that are
not nore than 14 feet wde and with not nore than a 1
foot overhang along the left side of the hauling vehicle.
However, the buildings shall not be transported nore than
10 mles and not on any route that 1is part of the
Nati onal System of Interstate and Defense H ghways.

Al l buildings when being transported shall display at

least 2 red cloth flags, not less than 12 inches square,
mounted as high as practicable on the left and right side of

t he buil di ng.

A State Police escort shall be required if it 1is
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necessary for this load to use part of the left |ane when
crossing any 2 laned State highway bridge.

(c) Vehicles propelled by electric power obtained from
overhead trolley wres operated wholly within the corporate
l[imts of a nunicipality are also exenpt from the wdth
[imtation.

(d) Exenptions are also granted to vehicles designed for
the carrying of nore than 10 persons under the foll ow ng
condi ti ons:

(1) (Blank);

(2) \Wen operated wthin any public transportation
service with the approval of |local authorities or an
appropriate public body authorized by law to provide
public transportation. Any vehicle so operated nay be 8
feet 6 inches in width; or

(3) When a county engineer or superintendent of
hi ghways, after giving due consideration to the nmass
transportation needs of the area and to the wdth and
condition of the road, has determ ned that the operation
of buses wider than 8 feet will not pose an undue safety
hazard on a particular county or township road segnent,
he or she may authorize buses not to exceed 8 feet 6
inches in wdth on any highway under that engineer's or
superintendent's jurisdiction.

(e) A vehicle and load traveling wupon the National
System of Interstate and Defense H ghways or any other
highway in the system of State highways that has been
